m argin of 1,721,338 to M eek’s I,- 
496,887. 
M eek form ally conceded today 
with the sending of a teleg ram to 
D ouglas offering “ sincere co ng rat­ 
ulations.” 
The Republicans retained control 
of the State Senate and apparently 
the State House of Representatives, 
but by a m uch sm aller m argin 
than they had enjoyed. 
The state races for state tr e a s ­ 
urer and superintendent of public 
instruction were still in doubt with 
D em ocratic Mallett and Republi­ 
can Nickell leading for these two 
offices. 
Mallett led Republican W arren 
W right, P ark Forest, by 1,592,379 
to 1,580,123, with 9,527 of the s ta te ’s 
precincts reporting.

Pine Hills Swamp 
A Wonderland, Two 
SIU Zoologists Say 
C ARBONDALE, III - Tho ,’ine 
Hills siv amp nepr Wolf Lake, UL, 
is one of tho state’s biological won­ 
derlands and ought to bo preserv­ 
ed, two Southern Illinois university 
zoologists said today. 
Gerald E. Gunning, research as­ 
sistant, and William M Lewis, as­ 
sistant professor of zoology at SIU, 
are of this opinion after complet­ 
ing a study of the swampy area’s 
fish population. Several rare kinds 
of fishes were found. A report on 
the study has been accepted for 
publication inEcology, a scientific 
journal. 
The 
spring 
cave-fish, 
which 
reaches maturiay at three inches 
in length and spends much of its 
time in the subterranean passages 
from which spring water flows into 
the swamp, is rather unusual and 
one of the most interesting found. 
Also found were pigmy sunfish, 
smallest of the spiny-rayed fishes 
whichc reach maturiay at about 
one inch in length, and another 
sjpecies known only as “Small sun­ 
fish,” which grows to three inches 
in length. 
The zoologists report 20 other 
kinds of fish found in the swamp 
in addition to unusual plants, am ­ 
phibian!;, and reptiles.

a boy 
rimmed John Trabuc and chopped 
up his body, throwing the pieces 
into a .sinkhole. 
After two other known murders 
in Kentucky they moved down the 
Ohio.

way to ( ave in- 
Rock they cam e upon two or three 
people 
sitting 
about 
a 
cam pfire 
near the mouth of the Saline river 
and shot them without warning. At 
the sam e tim e three women and 
three children were found murder 
cd in the vicinity?. 
The manner of 
their killing indicated that it was 
the work of the Harpes. 
This was 


In Hie summer of 1799. 
Reaching the im m ediate vicinity 
of the c*ve the brother• cam e upon 
a young man and his sw eetheart 
who had left a flatboat that was be­ 
ing repaired at the river bank and 
had gone to sit on the edge of the 
t»lutf at C edar Point, about a fourth 
of a mile above the cave. 
Stealth­ 
ily 
approaching 
the unsuspecting 
lovers, the brothers pushed them 
from thp ledge to the sandy beach 
som e 
40 feet 
below. 
Strangely, 
neither was killed. 
The Harpes next took one of the 
survivors 
of a crew 
from a flat*I 
boat that had been attacked and! 
robbed near the cave, stripped him 
naked and tied him upon the back 
of a horse. 
This horse w as taken; 
to 
the top of 
the bluff 
near the 
cave, blindfolded and lashed until 
it ran over the cliff and fell upon 
the 
rocks 
a hudred 
feet below. 
N eedless to say, both horse and 
rider were killed. This last deed so 
angered 
the 
outlaws 
g ath ers! 
about the cave that the Harpes 
were forced to leave. 
From the 
vicinity of the cave the brothers 
moved 
back 
toward 
their 
old 
haunts near Knoxville com m itting 


many murders along the war 
After killings at the home of * 
Mrs. Stegan, a pm:-*5 w as formed 
to pursue the Harpes. 
Little Harpe 
escaped but Big Harpe was over­ 
taken and killed. 
His head was 
cut off, carried for som e distance 
and placed in the fork of a large 
tree about three m iles north oi the 
present town of Dixon in W ebster 
county, Kentucky. 
Here it rem ain­ 
ed for many years. 
The place of 
its location is still referred to as 
H arpe’s Head and the roadways 
as H arpe’s Head Road. 
A fter his escape from the posse 
that killed his brother, Little H arpe 
continued his career of crim e un­ 
til captured in the state of Missis­ 
sippi 
in January, 1804. 
He 
w a s 
charged with robbing and killing 
Sam uel Mason, the man who had 
established the “ Liquor Vault and 
House of Entertainm ent” at Cave* 
in-Rock 
in 
1797. 
Found 
guilty, 
Little Harpe was hanged on the hill 
about a half m ile north of G reen­ 
ville 
on February 8, 1804. 
Little 
Harpe’s 
head was 
rem oved and 
placed on top of a pole beside the 
old Natchez Trace along which he 
had com m itted many of his crimes. 
Here it rem ained for many years.
